Quarantine against ports in India, the Persian Gulf, and Egypt. 

Athens, Greece, July 18, 1899. 

Sir : I have the honor to advise you that delayed communications 
which have just been received at the United States legation from the 
Greek minister of foreign aifairs, contains the following information : 

" By royal decree it has been ordered that all vessels arriving in any 
port of Greece, from Bombay, Calcutta, and the ports of the Persian 
Gulf, from and after June 29, 1899, will be subjected to a quarantine of 
eleven days at the lazaret, Delos, Greece. That any vessel arriving at 
a Greek port from Egyptian or Eed Sea ports, from and after June 26, 
1899, will be quarantined at the lazaret for twelve days. And that 
from and after June 26, 1899, all arrivals from French ports, or any 
other Mediterranean port not included in the foregoing orders, shall be 
subjected to a strict sanitary visit."
